adminiſtering by Drops, and thereby nicely 
varying the Doſes, according to the Exigencies 


of the Caſe; a Matter of ſome Importance, 


wheye the Activity of the Medicine is fo great. 


The ſmall Proportion of compound Spirits of 
Lavender is added, merely for the Sake of giving 
it a medicinal Appearance, leſt, from its being 
colourleſs and taſteleſs, thoſe Patients who may

| + The Doſes of the Solution for Children, being found to 
be larger in Proportion to their Years than ſor Adults, is 
agreeable to what has been obſerved by Many, with Regard 
to other Medicines of the ſtimulant Kind in general, of which 
antimonial and mercurial Preparations are ſtriking Examples. 
But I have Reaſon to believe that this Obſervation ought to 
be entirely reverſed with * to Tobacco. In my Reports 
on that Medicine, Page 79, ſpeaking of young Subjects, I re- 
marked that I had met with ſeveral ln ſtances in Favor of this 
Opinion, and fince that Time ſeveral more have occurred. 
For although eighty Drops of the Infuſion of Tobacco be a 
medium Doſe for a Man of twenty Years of Age; yet a Boy 
of five, in general, cannot bear twenty Drops without being 
ſenſibly more affected than the Adult. Many Inſtances alſo 
have occurred of the ſame Kind, in the Courſe of my Prac- 
tice, with regard to the Exhibition of Opiates to Children and 
Infants, eſpecially the latter.

Conſtitution, than might reaſonably be ima- 
gined; this Circumſtance being frequently 
counteracted by Idioſyncraſy, ſome delicate Ha- 

bits bearing full Doſes of the Medicines, three 
Times a Day, with little or no Operation; and 
ſome robuſt Habits requiring the ordinary Doſes 
to be reduced. 

In pregnant Women, I have cured 1 
Agues by the Solution, and am of Opinion it 
may be ſafely and efficaciouſſy exhibited in 
thoſe Caſes, provided it excite little or no 
Operation. But if troubleſome operative Ef- 
feds are produced, there will be Reaſon to fear, 
leſt they ſhould be injuriouſly extended to the 
uterine Syſtem : and therefore, in Caſes thus 
circumſtanced, the Solution ought to be omit- 
ted, and the Cure attempted T the Bark or 
ſome other Medicine. 


Agues in Children under two Years old, I 
have alſo treated ſucceſsfully by the Solution ; 
but as the operative Effects in very young Sub- 
jects, are not ſo manageable by collateral 'Treat- 
.ment, as in thoſe who are older; the Solution 
in general, ought not to be adminiſtered in ſo 
early a Period of Life : or if, from its being 
taſteleſs, and therefore more readily adminiſ- 
tered; or from other Medicines having failed, 
it ſhould be occaſi onally exhibited, although its 
curative Effects will not be leſs than on other 
Occaſions, it certainly ought not to be perſiſted 
in, if 1 operative Effects become troubleſome.
